(Currently Amended) The vacc i n e composition of claim 6, further 
comprising a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier or diluent. 
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Claims 8 and 9. (Canceled) 

Claim 10. (Currently Amended) The vacc i n e composition of claim 6, 
characterized in that it further comprises one or more compounds selected from the 
group consisting of an adjuvant, one or more cytokines, antibodies directed against 
CD2, CD3, CD27, CD28 or other T cell surface antigens, and helper epitopes to 
stimulate CD4+ or CD8+ T cells. 

Claims 11-17. (Canceled) 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance

SEQ ID NO: 2 is the same as the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 9 but for 
the substitution of the amino acid at the second position (i.e., threonine) by valine. 

The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a peptide consisting of the amino 
acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 2. 

Support for the amendments to the claims is found throughout the specification, 
including the claims, as originally filed; see, e.g., paragraphs [0022], [0055]-[0061], 
[0065], and [0136] of the published application 1 ; and original claim 3.
